W. B. Harrison, @ grain man who had sold 
Corwin H. Bpencer July and spot oats yes- 
terday, entered thd pit and offered an ad- 
Wance olevator warehouse receipts for 5000 
bushels No. 2 oats for salo for ‘‘account 
of whom it may concern." The warehouse 
Feceipt was purchaeed by Connor Bros. & 
Co, at 28% centa. 

- Surrounded by the pit traders and rais- 
tng his voice, Mr. Harrison turned to the 
Post-Dispatch representative on ‘Change 
@nd eald: “I want you to publish to the 
world that I yesterday went to C. H. Spen- 
@er and Thomas Akin and tendered them an 
@dvance slevator receipt for 5000 bushels in 
Found figures, of No. 2 oats which I had 
@cld to them at @ centa Heoause certain 
figures had been changed, which change 
Was authorized by the registration depart- 
ment of the Illinots State Board of Ware- 
houses, aud ordered by the Advance Eleva- 
tor Co., these men refused to accept this 
Warehouse receipt. Thorefore, I have sold 
this receipt openly in the pit”’ 

C. H. Spencer, in explanation of their at- 
titude in this mater, said later that Mr. 
Harrison had tendered a warehouse receipt 
for 5000 bushels that was 30 pounds short of 
that amount2and they had: under the rules 
of the Exchange, refused to receive it. Then 
Mr. Harrison had taken the receipt to the 
Advance Blevator Co. and they raised the 
figures to make ft over 6000 bushe!s, and 
this was not done with the consent of the 
Illincis state registration department. 
When this changed receipt was brought 
back to Mr. Spencer and Mr. Akin’s office 
they refused to accept it on the ground 
that the receipt had been raised without 
authority. 

“I took the ground,’’ Mr. Spencer said, 
“that if they could raise the receipt with- 
out authority 30 pounds they could raise 
it 300 pounds or 3000 bushels. This raising a 
warehouse receipt is against the law. What 
would a bank or trust company do if a

Entire Fleet Will Touch at the Dela- 
ware Breakwater, Where They 
Will Receive Orders Where 
to Discharge Their 
Loads. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 1.-—Forty-four 
steamships, one of the largest fleets in the 
history of the sugar trade, are now either 
on their way to the Delaware Breakwater 
or are taking on cargoes in Java, and 
within the next few weeks will land on the 
piers of the Atlantic coast refineries not 
less than 250,000 tons of the raw product. 
All the ships are large, modern carriers, 


whose cargoes, which are loaded at Sama- 
rang, Soura Baya and othereports in Java, 
will average 5500 tons each. 

The entire fieet will come to the break- 
water. where they will receive their orders 
for final ports of discharge. The cargoes 
| will be distributed _to the best advantage 
‘of the refiners in Philadelphia, New York 
and Boston. 

The refiners are making preparations to 
' warehouse a portion of these big shipments, 
‘it being impossible to store it all at the refin- 
‘eries. Several of the idle plants,it is said, wi)! 
be used for this purpose, and additional 
bonded warehouses will be created. 

The new American en my Alaskan, 
from Hilo, Hawaitan Islands, to the Spreck- 
ele sugar refinery, arrived here today. Her 
cargo, which consists of 11,500 tons of raw 
sugar, is the largest cargo of the kind ever 
brought to the United States. The Alaskan 
left Hilo on May 4, and came via the Straits 
of Magellan. She is a new vessel on her 
first voyage, having been recently launched 
at San Francisco. 

The immense fleet is carrying sugar for 
the trust.

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STORM LEAVES HUGE 
CROSS-SHAPED FISSURE 


Resident of Troy, Ill., Discovered Strange 
Freak of Nature After a Severe 
Electrical Disturbance. 


Special dispatches to the Post-Dispatch 
and messages over the long distance tele- 
phone report a rémarkable manifestation 
of the foress of nature which occurred 
Thursday afternoon at Troy, Ill., 20 miles 
from St. Louis on the Vandalia road, during 
the heavy storm that passed qyer the town. 

While the storm -wvas at its height the 
lightning was very brilliant and incessant, 
ana there was a violent electrical disturb- 
ance in the upper air. When the stcrm had 
passed over the town Elias Burke,a carriage 
manufacturer, whose establishment adjoins 
the schoolhouse yard, noticed that some- 
thing unusual had happened to the surface 
of the earth near the school. 

Mr. Burke went into the vard to examine 
it. and found an enormovus cross-shaped 
fissure in the ground. One arm of the 
cross he measured, and found to be 4 feet 
long and varying from six to eight inches 
in width. The other arm of the cross fs 
only about half as long as the first, and 
from two to six inches in width. 

Where the arms of the cross converge 
the hole in the ground is wider than else- 
where, and irregular in shape. 

Mr. Burke at once summoned the towne- 
people, who examined the fissure with much 
curiosity. Where the -two cracks in the 
ground crossed one another the hole was 
apparently very deep. Burning matches 
and a piece of paper which were dropped 
into it were seen to go down a great dis- 
tance before they burned out. 


NO BOTTOM IN SIGHT. 

A plummet was brought and lowered into 
the hole. After the cord which held it 
had been added to several times no bottom 
could be sounded. : 

The origin of the fissure in the earth is 
a mystery. None can say whether it was 
due to an earthquake shock or was pro- 
duced by a stroke of lightning. Some hold 
to the latter theory, belleving that the bolt 
might have been attracted by a body of 
magnetic ore buried deep in the earth, and 
that it descended until it met the ore, shat- 
tering it and causing the earth above it to 
sunder, 

There are those who believe that the fis- 
sure is the result of an earthquake, but 
none of these will say that they felt any 
tremor of the earth or heard any rum- 
blings such as usually acompany seismic 
diziurhances 

However, while the storm was in progress 
the flashes of lightning were so incessant 
and the crash of thun@ereq@as so loud that 
attention might possibly have been diverted 
from anything save those phenomena.

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1.08 ALAMOS, Cal., Aug. 1—The earth is 
still trembling, but no severe shock has 
occurred since 7:30 last night. 

The town is practically in ruins. Half the 
population has fled and those still here 
are preparing to go. Nothing so upsets the 
human mind as the rocking earth, and 
when, as in this case, the ground twists 
and rolls like the breakers of the sea, the 
most courageous men become absolutely 
nerveless. 

Fortunately Los Alamos Valley is not 
densely populated, and most of the houses 
are built of sun-dried mud, called adobe, 
and only one story in height. Such a se 


‘ries of earth waves as has been felt here 


would destroy a city like Los Angeles and 
cause a calamity that would startle the 
world. 


WHOLE COUNTRY CHANGED. 

As it is there is a strip of country 1 
miles long by four miles wide rent with 
gaping fissures and dotted with hills and 
knolls that sprung up as if by magic, a 
village in ruins and hundreds of people 
feeing for their lives. 

During the last four days this section of 
country has been shaken by a series of 
earthquakes that ia without precedent in 
history or tradition of the Pacific coast. 

The disturbances began on Sunday even- 
ing with a shock which caused several 
thousand dollars’ worth of damage te prop- 
erty in the village and the surrounding 
coumry. 

This shock was followed by a number of 
disturbances less severe and less disastrous, 
confinuing through the remainder of Sun- 
day night and Monday afternoon. 

On Tuesday night, beginning at 12:9 
o'clock, there was another series of seven 
shocks, all of which were light. The gen- 
eral direction of these disturbances were 
east and west and in action they resembied 
the waves on a pond of water. 

The most severe shock of the entire se- 
ries occurred at 11:30 o'clock Thursday 
morning. 

The hills were shaken and twisted te 
their foundations and the valleys trem- 
bied and rolled like the ocean in a gale. 

Great fissGres were run deep itn the earth, 
hills and knolls appeared in level vai- 
leys, springs of water opened in places 
that had been dry, and the general topog- 
raphy of the valley was changed. 

The disturbance had no general direc- 
tion, but was what was known as & 
“twister.” 

It was preceded by a rumbling like that 
of distant thunder, which increased until 
the earth began to rock and twist and 
the hills to tremble. 


NO ONE COULD STAND ERECT. 

The earth trembled and rolled and twist- 
ed until it was impossible for people te 
stand erect, and the terror-stricken inhab- 
itants crouched together in thp darkness, 
fearful that the earth beneath them might 
open and swallow them. 

Terror inspired by the tumbling and 
trembling of the earth was increased by 
the sound of falling buildings. In the dark-

CAUGHT IN EARTH THROES. 
Several narrow escapes from death are 
Teported.

Dr. H. C. Bagby of Santa Maria was 
slecping ini the home of Mrs. D. P. Whitney 
when the earthquake and the crash of 
bricks from the Wickenden wall aroused 
him. His eves saw an unusual light, and 
with quick wit he decided that Mrs. Whit- 
ney had been reading by a lamp and that 
the lamp had_ been overturned. 

Without a thought for his own safety he 
rushed upstairs and found Mrs. Whitney 
vainly fighting the flames and seemingly 
surrounded by them. Drawing, her from 
her position of danger he beat out the fire 
with the bedclothes and thus saved a life 
and a large portion of the business section. 

In the destruction of the adobe home of 
Gaspar Orona a boy lay sletping just where 
a great V-shaped section of the heavy wall 
twisted out and cast aside, but he escaped 
unhurt. 

All the family of Dr. Graham was away 
when their house crumbled. They had gone 
north to bury one of their children and so 
probably escaped death. 


GREAT LANDSLIDES. 


Parties from Lompoc and outlying dis- 
tricts have reached Los Alamos with sto- 
ries of havoc in the hills. A great landslide 
carrying down hundreds of tons of earth 
occurred near the Hoovwer ranch. 

The road from Lompoc was buried for 50 
feet. As far as the eye can reach from 
this grade to that there are spots on the 
mountainside indicating where huge boul- 
ders were sent thundering down the val- 
leys. 

John R. Drum, a mountain farmer, re- 
ports a destroying landslide in Drum can- 
yon. The face of the hills was charged 
with noises which Drum describes as the 
most terrifying sounds he ever heard. 

The oil wells around the town of Los 
Alamos seem not to have suffered. The 
Caregan wells, owned by Los Angeles cap- 
italists, are locted five miles from here, 
and fears for them filled the minds of all 
as the seismic disturbances increased. 

The casing of the wells, 10 in number, is 
almost 200 feet into the earth, yet not a 
well was injured. 

Since the beginning of the earthquake 
shocks the temperature has been most op- 
pressive, as much heat apparently coming 
from the earth as from the sun, which, for 
the most part of the time, has been shining 
brightly. 

Miss Mamie Léslie, in charge of the tele- 
phene office, has remained at her post, 
though her family has sought a place of 


greater safety. 


OPINIONS DIFFER AS TO CAUSE. 


A Small but Active Volcano Is Situ- 
ated Near Los Alamos. 

BERKLEY, Cal., July 31.—Regarding the 
earthquakes in Santa Barbaru County Prof. 
Eamuel B. Christy of the University of 
California said: 

‘“T'he western coast of this continent is 
Hable to have such shocks at any time. 
Any great contraction of the earth in the 
Pacific coast may be accompanied by dam- 
age to property. It is a well-known scien- 
tifle fact that as the earth cools in the 
interior the éarth crust on which we live 
is bound to give, producing jarring effects 
of varying intensity.”’ 

James Madderill, who has charge of the 
owen) vatary of the University of California, 


“From unofficial sources we have learned 
that the southern earthquakes were prac- 
tically localized. This is strange, since the 
shocks were so severe. In qualies of suf- 
ficient vibration to raze a building the «hock 
is generally plainly felt for a radius of 
hundreds of miles. The disturbance. how- 
ever, Was scarcely felt here, the s> smograph 
at the University of California showing but 
a faint record.”’

At present the statutes In the diocese of 
St. Louis provide that where marriages 
are erplebrated in churches otherwise than 
at mass there can be no display besides two

This regulation has been in force since 
1896, the statute being one of those adopted 
at a synod convened in that year by Arch- 
bishop Kain.. 

It was the first and only synod convoked 
by Archbishop Kain since he became the 
metropolitan of the St. Louis archdiocese. 
He has called another to be held at Ken- 
rick Seminary beginning Sept. 9 and the 
committee on the revision of the statutes 
has already completed its work. 

If the synod indorses the work of the 
committee, a number of interesting changes 
will be made in the statutes governing the 
clergy and laity in the diocese of St. Louis. 

One of them will be the abrogation of 
the statute adopted in 1896 concerning 
church weddings. This statute has occas- 
ioned no little dissatisfaction with wealthy 
Catholics who favored elaborate church 
weddings and its passing will be welcomed 
by them. 


Orchestra Once 
Placed Outside Church. 

During the early days of its rigid enforce- 
ment it occasioned, peculiar developmert, 
a notable instance being the fashionable 
wedding at the new cathedral chapel] about 
four years ago, where an orchestra was 
placed unedr a canopy just outside the 
church doors, when the church authoritics 
declined to grant a dispensation for music 
in the church. Since that time, however, 
there has been apparently more laxity in 
the enforcement of the letter of this sta- 
tute. 

The committee which has prepared the re- 
vision of the statutes of the diocese con- 
sists of Father William Faerber, pastor of 
St. Mary's (German) Church, Third and 
Gratiot sts.; Rev. John H. May, pastor 
of the Church of St. Thomas of Aquin, 
Iowa avenue and Osage street and 
and Rev. Francis Gilfillan, assistant to the 
rector of the new cathedral parish. They 
were named about two months ago and 
to facilitate their labors mamed a number 
of sub-committees. The sub-committees 
reported to the general committee a few 
weeks ago and the general committee has 
now had printed in Latin a list of the 
changes recommended. It does not antici- 
pate that many changes will be made by 
the synod. 

A copy has been sent to all the irremove- 
able rectors and to the diocesan consultors 
and if they have any objections to the pro- 
posed changes they will submit them to the 
archbishop before the synod meets. When 
the synod approves them Archbishop Kain 
will affix his signature anda the new statutes 
will be in effect. 


The Law on 

Cremation. 
At the requast of the Post-Dispatch Dr. 
May pointed out Friday ithe exact changes 
that the committee has recommended. They 
touch on the subjects of cremation, paro- 
chial schools. marriages, Easter commu- 
nion and Sunday amusements. 
The statutes of 1896 provide that Catho- 
li burial rites shall be denied to persons 
who .are to be cremated. The committee 
recommends that this be modified sc that 
the rites shall be denied %nly to those who 
voluntarily select cremation as the means 
for the disposal! of their bcdies after death. 
Dr. May explains the working of the pro- 
posed new statute this way: 
If a man's relatives, after his death, 
should, of their own will. decide to cre- 
mate his remains, he would still be entitled 
to en eeclesiastical burial. But if the man, 
prior to his death, should express a wish 
to be cremated then a Catholic burial 
would be denied him.

Abcording to the statutes .of "1896, all 
Catholic marriages must Jb ‘performed in 
the parish where at least one of the parties 
resided. These statutes provide further 
that a servant girl must be married in the 
parish where her family home is located 
and not where she is employed. 

The committee recommends that this be 
changed so as to permit the servat girl 
to be married by the pastor of the parish 
in which her employer's residence is lo- 
cated, but specifies that the pastor of the 
parish where her father’s home is located 
be notified as a matter of courtesy. 


The Law of 
Marriages. 

According to the statutes of 1896, also, a 
young man or young woman are supposed 
to be under the direction of their parents 
as long as they reside with them. When 
they desired to be married they were, 
therefore, required to be married by the 
pastor of their parents. 

It sections of St. Louis, where the terri- 
tory of English-speaking parishes is over- 
lapped by the confines of German parishes 
and parishes of other nationalities, a ques- 
tion arose when young members of Ger- 
man fatyilies, for instance, who had been 
attending the English-speaking parishes, 
wished to be married. According to ths 
church law, they would not be married at 
all if they were not married by their own 
paster. The question arose as to whether 
the English or the German priest should 
marry them. 

The committee recommends a solution of 
this perplexity. It is that when a young 
man is 21 or a young woman 18 and they 
wish to marry, if they belong to parishes 
where German or other foreign tongues are 
used, they may be married in the English- 
speaking parish by simply making a writ- 
ten declaration to its pastor that they wish 
to join his congregation. 

In regard to marriages the committee 
makes the additional recommendation that 
the hour at which they may be performed 
in churches be extended from 5 o'clock to 
6 o’clock in the evening. It also recom- 
mends that the assistant as. well as the 
pastor be empowered to apply to the arch- 
tishop for dispensations. Under the 1896 
statutes he can not do so. ' 


Change of Law on 
Sunday Amusements. 

The committee recommends a substitute 
for the statute of 1896 in regard to Sunday 
amusements. The proposed law positively 
forbids Catholic parishes or Catholic so- 
cieties from giving public entertainments 
and festivities on Sundays and specifies 
fairs, picnics, lawn parties and excursions 
as being under the ban. Father May says 
the proposed statute does not forbid Catho- 
lies individually from indulging in any of 
these forms of amusement on Sunday, but 
enjoins the giving of Sunday outings under 
church auspices ‘“‘no matter what the pre- 
text.”’ 

In regard to parochial schools, by the 
committee’s recommendations parents are 
relieved of the necessity of explaining to 
the archbishop personally their reasons 
when they fail to send their children to 
parochial schools. The 1896 statutes made 
this compulsury. It is said, however, that 
it was found to a certain extent impracti- 
cable and was never rigidly enforced. 

The committee also recommends the ab- 
rogation of the statute of 1896 compelling 
pastors to establish parochial schocls with- 
in two yeirsa after they assume charge of 
the parish. Owing to lack of finances it is 
said that this has besn found impossible in 
some parishes. 

Under the 1896 statutes the obligation of 
receiving communion annually at Easter 
time was joined with an obligation to each 
Catholic to receive communion tn his par- 
ish church. The ecommiitee recommends 
a change so that a Catholic may receive his 
Easter communion in any Catholic church.

St. Louis is the intended end of the Port 
Arthur route, according to a’director of the 
Chicago & Alton road. It was stated this

There is a wide bulge in the Aiton stock 
cn Harris-Gates & Co.'s buying in New 
York. Several weeks ago, Mr. Gates stated 
that he would not control the Alton. 

It is believed, however, that the present 
buying of his firm is meant for control 
of the road on a basis whereby the deal 
with the K. C. §. can be pushed through, 
the same scheme Gates followed in buying 
into the L. & N., and then turning it over 


to the Southern Railway of the Morgan in-

Southern and in view of the late Priece 
coup the C. & A. will need a track reaching 
from the gulf to Chicago. The Alton has 
an almost direet line to Kansas City,

SHOCKS OF THE CENTURY. 


Three Very Severe Earthquakes Felt in 
the United States. 

The invention of the delicatd recording 
instrument called the selsmograph has re- 
yealed the fact that earthquakes are far 
more numerous and frequent than used to 
be imagined. In some parts of the world 
feeble shocks occur almost daily. Probably 
there is no part of the earth where they 
cannot be detect at short intervals.

Hereafter when a Hebrew has just cause 
for complaint against the police, the Vig- 
iiance Committee will supply him wit 
counsel, see that witnesses ae subpenaed 
and protect him from the intimidation fre- 
quently practiced when he is a complainant 
alone.

A mass-meeting attended by 20,000 persons 
was held last night at which the police 
were denounced for brutality. Another will 
he held this evening at Cooper Union. 
Mayor Low wrote to Police Commissioner 
Partridge requiring him to make a thorough 
report of the occurrences of Wednesday. 
His letter is tart. and in it he denounces 
the affair as ‘‘discreditable to our city.” 

To a reporter the olice commissioner 
blandly remarked: ‘‘What are the police 
given clubs for except to use them?”
